Newton D, Baker, was also present anil

MARSHAL FOCH DEDICATES MEMORIAL 


The fine one at Flirey, erected by the 
French to commemorate the “jump off” 
af the Americans in that great offensive 
of theirs which resulted in the capture of 
Saint-Mihiel, was dedicated in August, 
tatty by Marshal Foch, in the presence of 
a delepation of the Amwrican L -egion. 

The village by the side of which it now 
stands consisted of such a confused beap 
ai roins that its purish priest, an old man, 
white-haited, ruddy-cheeked, with a worn 

soufane toning to prees, tald us tle inten- 
ton was torehautd it, not on its oldsite, but 
a little beyond, what was left of its houses 
lwing rather a hindratice than a help, 

As touching os anv are a few sedttered 
tombs, like that of Quentin Roosevelt at 
the place where he fell, or that of the first 
three Americans who died fighting in the 
preat conflict. A’ monument, on which 
appears the double cross and the thistle 
of Jvorraine, was raised to them near 
Bathelémont, during the war, by a sub- 
scription in which-all the villages of the 
Department of Meurthe-et-Moselle tock 
part. The inscription reads (1 translate) : 

“Here, in Lorraine ground, rest the first 
three American soldiers ‘bolled at the 
front, November 3, 1917: Corporal f. M, 
Gresham of Evansville, Private Thomas 
Enright of Pittsburgh, Private Merle D. 
Hay of Glidden, Worthy sons of their 
ereat and noble nation, they fought fur 
right, for liberty, for civilization, against 
Cennan imperialism, the bane of rman 
kind. They fell on the field of honor,” 

A reduction in ceramics of this tonib 
wat made at Nancy, and it was my privi- 
leve to present one to each of the three 
mothers. 

As for us, the nomber of cur dead has 
heen so considerable that it has proved 
impossible ty secure tor each a separate 
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resting, plice, and they tie, aninown sal- 
thers, Wy the tens of thousands or hun- 
dreds of thousunds, ii testiuries, a5 Af 
Lievtauuneracient, Dormans,  Notre- Dame-ce- 
Lorette, Hartmannsweilerkopt, la Ferme 
Navarin; and:ceaseless new finds make tt 
necessary to temidel and increase the size 
af those teposttories, 

Just now a movement has been started, 
under the leadership of Marshal Lyantey. 
for private contributions to belp toward 
those indispensable increases, In a com 
mon grave hes, with over a londred of 
his Hans, the only son of Marshal 
Foch, killed in the first month af the war. 

Asked later whether he desired that the 
body be removed for separate burial, the 
Marshal refused, saying that he had nither 
his son should remain with his comrades; 
and he never failed, cach year, on the an- 
niversary of the voung leutenant's death, 
to make o pilgrimage to the spot and, 
thinking of them all, to knee! in prayer. 

Peet! less moving Is the sight of 

e empty spaces where Nature has not

Some twenty of these villages lave 
fared even worse than Flrey and are 
counted among the war dead: their in- 
habitants, killed or scattered, have: van- 
ished ; there are none left to bring back 
life to those desolate places.

Tt has. been observed in the cotrse of 
history that allies, when the fieht ts-over, 
are apt to bestew pMEGIMOnious praise un 
their asseciates, as if the greater. such 
praise the less their own glory. Nothing 
ot the aurt was seen between ws im the 
Great War, The Marne and Verdpn 
were nowhere more admired than im the 
States, and the French sentiment for the 
Americans never wavered, 

Most of their fighting divisions were 
mentioned am the orders of the French 
Army for-all our troops to know. of their 
vilor, More than one division had sev- 
eral times that honor, bestowed in wort 
carefully chosen, accurately recalling: the 
oceasiun therefor; the same tor the aml 
lane sections. Those orders are todeed 
worth keeping in cach oreeiment’s ar- 
chives, for they are founded on fnets; 
they were written on the moment; they 
are history, fot empty wards, 

The great war leaders, in their public 
adiresses are in their private conwersa- 
tions, ns |. can testify—Marshal Foch, 
Marshal Pétain, General Goeraied, and 
nthers—expressert jist the same opinion 
iis that revorded in the orders.

“The President congratulated himself 
with me on that fraternity of arms, these 
trihs emlored together, these victories 
wor in common, which will have the most 
frintful consequences: later, He expressed 
the hope that, in spite of an unavoidable 
sawing up ot our advance, a catastrophe 
was not bmpossille for the enemy.’ 

Ina final telegram sent to his Govert- 
ment just after the Armistice, General 
Pershing sail: 

“The French Government and Army 
have always stood ready to fiomnish ws 
with sopplies, equipotent, and transporta- 
tien and to aid ns in every way. In the 
towns and hamlets, wherever our troops 
have been stationed or hilleted, the French 
people have everywhere received them 
more as relatives and intimate friends 
than as-solhers of a foreign army. 

“For these things words are qtite in- 
adequate to express our gratitude,” 

Nothing is more characteristic of those 
reviprocal dispositions than what took place 
at Verdun on the morning of that rit of 
November, when the last gun was shot 
and the bugles sounded, “Cease firing 1’ 

Cin that day, Geteral Valentm told ws, 
1 promiscuous group of men wearimg 
American informs met before the doors 
af the tamed cathedral. The enemy, awtrg 
ty the disposition of the eronad, could 
not see it, but had shelled it by the mys, 
wrecking its old Gothie nave.

floe ice of the North Atlantic and abandon 
his plane; but happily he and his party 
made their way safely to the coast, alter 
many days’ hard walking over broken 
Arctic ice, 

These patrols were arranged so that the 
movement and formation of ice in the 
strait couk be oliserved at all sensons, 
The expedition was led by T. A, Lawrence, 
a veteran pilot of the World War, with 
long experience in northern flying in Can- 
neck, arial umler him were seven officers 
nnd twenty-one men. ‘The whole party re- 
turned safely to civilization on November 
t4, 1028, having weathered much valuable 
Information, “The tale of their operations 
on these rocky and barren shores; where 
the tides are high and the current rams 
swiftly, isa fascmating one. as was to he 
expected, Many difficulties and dangers 
were encountered and much experience 
was gained) which should be of value to 
the future of organized flying inthe Arctic 
resins,
